and' that whatever course of operation 
may lw decided upon the proprietors inuat 
he prepared to meet heavy liabilities, 
unless the wrongs and injutics of lhe 
Company can be redrewird by an united 
and a vigorou* appeal to I'arliamcut and 
the country." 

There wa> no lime to lose ; the report

ing, that upon une point (he eummillee 
was noun unanimous, and thai point 
heiti^ decided simplified the rpii-sl.iun 
very much, " that the New Zealand 
Company (annul carry on its colonizing 
operations with any uucCcus."* Tilt po- 
sition of (he Company was elaborately 
di-irussed : and as might run e been anti- 
cipated, the calls* of failure in the work- 
ing of the t.'onipauy was atrrihttted by 
some shareholders in a great measure to 
the inactivity of the direftur*, a rbarge 
from which Mr. (J. l\ Vocnh vindicated 
hi» lollcagucti, A ]iertinent remark, 
however, was made by Mr, Willi".: 
he said " that it »•«. stran^ if the 
direcrors could not under la he the 
formation nf such a settlement as Can- 
terbury, that the) 1 should have under la ken 
tu advance t'iS.dtlu to the Canterbury 
Company without even calling a inect- 
ini; uf the shareli.iidera to authorise 
them/' Now it does appear strange that 
pledged as the New Zealand Cumpnny

project was regarded by tlie Comjtany as 
a Rpet-ulalion, it was a scheme in which 
they should have never engsged. ami lhe 
fget uf uidy 1 4,00(1 acres of laud having 
bftea dispusej of Ln London, is suHieittii 
to nhow that £3 per sere is a price which 
will nut lesilily he paid even ill London 
for wu'te lands. And surely the Com- 
pany were not warranted in making the 
uihauee upun such u duublful security. 

The prorxnal for surrendering the 
Chart era of the Company bating been 
fairly discussed in a meeting which lasted 
not less than live hutirg, the followin|r 
resolution was eventually carried unani- 
mously. 

"That in accordance with the recuin- 
mcudatioii cuotained in the Report now 
read, the Court of Directors be em- 
powered and required tu give notice to 
Her Majesty's I'rincipal Si.i;Ht;T.\av in 
Sui t for the l's!i«i,s that the Cora, 
pane is ready to smrmder its charier to 
lltu Mvjiisiv. us provided for by the 
I'.Uh section of the Act, 10 and 11 
Victoria, rhap. 11U, and subject to the 
provision;, and conditions therein con- 
tained.*' 

With the adoption of Ibis resolution 
may be said to terminate the 
opcialiuns of the New Zealand Company 
— a Company which, but for its power 
and intluencc, would never have sur- 
vived s,j long as it has done : — e Com- 
pany whose attempts n( carrying out the 
principles uf fcoioniiaticjn broached by- 
Mr. Kfiwimi UiimoN WtKeriito, 
have pruved a failure ; a Company which, 
though supported by all classes and all 
grades, has succeeded to a very 
limited citiuil ; — a Cotnjiuny iihich 
has been obliged to yield its 
powers to the Government, affording 
another instance of the incapacity 
and incapability of a private company ef. 
b eting a continued stream of emigra- 
nt], li has. however, with its losses, 
got well out of the mesbes of inextrica- 
ble confusion with which it has hmg 
been surruanded ; but whether lhe (Jo- 
vernnunt will succeed better than the 
C-ompany in colonizing New Zealand 
herei.fier remains to be proved. The 
emigration to that culony ham passed into 
their hands, and if it does nut surpass its 
predecessor in its coloni/iny arrange, 
meiitn it cannot be on a worse footing 
than it has been for the last seven

At half.piutt tin dinner wu nerved - in 
tha fintdayi, like all the real of hladomeatic 
eatahliahment, of eitreme frugality— which he 
alludea to in hi* conecnation with II, 
Lemolne. Subaequently It waa like a good 
country gentlcman'a table— plenty of plain 
good thingt. but no oatanlation or profuaion. 
All hia children and grandchildren, erect the 
very youngect, dined at the cam* tint* and 
table with him. He had eomcthlng particu- 
larly fatherly in hia character, and wu never 
ao happy aa when hi had hia children about

Kin i generally aat In another part of tha room, 
an I either read the lie R>|ta;>er> .ir coneelaed— 
eapecielly with any *r*jtor. Ifemiilat the Taat 
raritlr of hit run vera* lion adoubt thould hap- 
pen to ocrur on any topic, he would appeal lo 
the eacelltnt memory and judgment of the 
< re n. on which ho aeftned to plao* the moat 
entire Mince, or to auch on* of the prince* aa 
he thought likely to be beat aotiuainied with 
the topic in hand | to the Duke d* Nemoura, 
on general aubjecur nf fill icy; to the Duke 
d'Aumala on puinta or antiijuittr i r litertturr, 
or of Atrial— lo the Prince dtt JoinTille Ob na- 
val or mechanical ma turn, n place* that hi 
had happened to aee— and ao on. He teemed 
to tike pleature In bringing forward ibe ape- 
eial aco implithtmaati ol cash, and they In g«. 
nrrtl anaarercd hi* nppratc with an intelligence 
and accuracy that juctifled hie paternal pride, 
which wu evidently one o( hia attongtct feel- 
Ini*. It wat impoetlble to be half an hour in 
hie company without teeing time indication of 
hit rental hah!* recpeer for the fjueen and af- 
fection for bit children. 

In aplte of the heavy thought* that miut 
have weighed upon hia mind, hit nonTeraatlnn 
had a airong tendency to cheerfulnere and even 
gaiety ; and he enlivened even graver topic* 
fay a rrady abundance of pleaatm illuttrationa 
and aiiscdott* uf all the remarkable men ha had 
■een or known— and he had e*en and known 
every man who hat mid* any figure in th*

itrs.iv of hia country in hia moremenic th»n, 
wa think, in -my other point, Thia, u will u 
hie nice tut and court en ua lempei, wu tttungly 
ahown by a vitit which h" paid to oif k it 
Tirl. at Iliayton lien, in th* winter of lalrl. 
When ilt* illnru of the royal family Tendered 
it advicatila to remove from lllaretnont. Hit 
Rtleit h .d.very oontideralely, placed Iliayton 
itibeird.apo*alt lha King, though h* did an 
ace.pi the iMrt, wat very gitileln! for auch an 
it ten linn, and thought be rould not ro-sr* *p- 
propeiatejy acknowledge it than by 1 Vialt, 
which vjttil .,:;'.:■ i S i Hobert ihe cpporliutlty 
nf ahnieing him the place itaelf, of th* creation 
of which, and th* oolltction of the workl of art 
It eon tarn eil, hevriejuallyproud.

On the evening of the 2lth Augual * lady 
for whom the King had a particular regard 
dined •( Clueinont.

About noon, on tha iSth of Augual, hi* phy- 
aician found that a sharp tt ver had luparrened, 
and with (real tact darmeered at one* thai the 
fatal hour wai at band. After I ahoit delibeia. 
tion ba rwoltid to com muni cat* the in tell i 
genu* lo hi* patient, which he did in ibe 
preaenca of the Queen, Th* King received 
the aanctuncemenl with — for a moment— asm*. 
thing of incrrdulam mrpriie and regret, but 
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remained alone with the ti icon for 
no one can tell what placed bat ween that 
ttoyal couple, than which there, perhapa, never 
exialed on* in any rank of life ao long, eo unin- 
terruptedly, and ao antirely happy in each 
other, bound together by eo many domeatio 
tiea— by tba participation of inch oxnttwaj for- 
tune*, and by the dearer trial* of inch reverie* 
and viciBiftud**. When at lut one of the 
King'a conndciillal itlatndanta waa permitted 
to '.'liter the room, ha law thatiged coupl*~-th* 
King tilting in hia utual chair, and the Queen 
Handing oppotiie to him— mo lion let* and tear, 
leu, with e tea fixed on etch oihsr— like 
atatuet. Not a word waa ipnkeu till the 
King, with a firm yet Interrupted role*, anid to 
him (wa give the BCoounl in the very worde 
repeated to ua) " Vou* a? ea, una doute, men 
ami, appria ce qui -dent dc H puier . . . 
On m'a donne moa conge , . Ilfautpirtlr
